American missionaries in North 
China were informe dby the le- 
gation if any Japanese agents 
come asking details about mis- 
sion properties, the missionaries 
were to send questioners to the 
legation. 

Fears North China is to be the 
scene of new ventures of the Jap- 
anese war machine were heightened 
by emergency reports that a ques- 
tioner was making a detailed in- 
ventory, with maps, of Chinese 


government buildings and proper-| 


ties in Peiping, including the For- 
bidden City. 

The Japanese agent, going by the 
name of Araki, represented him- 
self as “A diplomatic agent attach- 
ed to the Japanese army at Tient- 
sin.”

Passes Away 


RED DEER, March 10. — F. W. 
Galbraith, editor of the Red Deer 
Advocate, and dean of Alberta 
weekly newspaper editors, passed 
away at his home in Red Deer at 
3 o'clock on Friday afternoon. 

In the issue of the Red Deer Ad- 
vocate dated January 17, Mr. Gal- 
braith announced the attainment of 
his jubilee in newspaper work, hav- 
ing started in January 1884 to work 
on the Guelph, Ont., Daily Mercury. 
He has been editor of the Red Deer 
Advocate since 1906. The announce- 
ment of his completion of fifty 
years in active journalism brought 
out a shower of complimentary 
reference from brother editors, in- 
cluding those of all the Alberta 
dailies, the Toronto Globe, Aiberta 
Labor News and a long list of Al- 
berta weeklies.

There is no doubt that 
through a policy of internal infla- 
tion England has conquered, to u 
great extent, the economic ills 


which had been threatening her,” 
Hardy declared.

THE PROVINCIAL BUDGET 

What is appropriately known as the base 
tax is being eliminated from the provincial 
Income Tax Act. It is “base” in more ways 
than one. To charge a man a fee of $3 for the 


privilege of paying a $1 tax is obtaining money 
under false pretences. He is being made to pay 
four dollars where only one is due. 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan are providing 
inking fund instalments this year. They 
will have to provide double in some future year 
to make up the shortage. Alberta’s Provincial 
Treasurer is doing right include the usual 
instalments in his estimates, even if that puts 
his calculations into the “red.” It is better to 
keep the accounts straight and not try to delude 
ourselves. 

It is no defence the tax rates— 
or any other tax rates—to say they are lower 
than in other provinces. A small fry racketeer 
cannot excuse himself by saying Capone is 
worse than he is. Demanding an income tax 
from a person earning less than $1000 a year 
is absurd, and does more harm than good. 

The same goes for the suggestion that a 
peculiar virtue attaches to the Government of 
Alberta because it is not imposing a tax on 
wages, seeing that one other province is doing 
that. Wages are too low now; that is largely 
why the country is in depression. They are 
being automatically reduced as the cost of liv- 
ing rises. To deduct a per centage from them

Provincial bonds are not callable. That 


means the Government cannot order the holders 


to turn them in, and accept cash for them or 
bonds bearing a lower rate of interest. But 
there is nothing to prevent the Government 
inviting them to do that; and telling them 
frankly that unless they accept lower rates 
they may after a while be “calling” in vain for 


both inter and principal. A suggestion that 
a tax may be imposed on high bond interest 
payments would help them to see the point 

It is encouraging that since the first of the 
year provincial revenues have shown improve- 
ment. The reason is plain. Prices for some 
kinds of farm products have gone up. Increased 
earnings for farmers and others 
supply the surplus revenue out of which taxa- 
tion is paid. Where there are no “profits,” taxes 
are uncollectable; people must eat before they 
can buy gasoline. 

The Provincial Treasurer expresses the 
opinion that revenue for the year failed to come 
up to expectations “almost entirely” because 
there was a drop of 75,000,000 bushels in the 
wheat crop. The Federal and Provincial Gov- 
ernments might include that in the propaganda 
they are sending out to persuade farmers to 
grow still less wheat next summe1 

Appropriations for unemployment relief and 
farm relief are now included in the estimates, 
as foreseen necessary expenditures. For unem- 
ployment relief the sum is $1,466,130. For farm

During the year the province floated two 
loans by bond issues, of $1,000,000 each. The 
cost to the taxpayer is 5.59 per cent. That is 


a higher rate than the province should ever 
have to pay; twice as high as it can afford to 
pay at present. In twenty years the taxpayers 
will have to pay back substantially more than 
twice the amount their Government borrowed. 
They are paying a heavy price for the failure of 
the Government to launch a vigorous campaign 
to re-finance the public debt, backed by a threat 
to tax the bond-holder who refused to consent. 

In December last, 5,943 families in urban 
centres were on relief, an increase of 511 from 
December, 1932. Single men in charge of the 
Relief Commission numbered 4,758, against 
7,075 a year before. The missing 2,300 appar- 
ently represent those taken to relief camps 
under Dominion auspices, those who found jobs 
during the year, those who left the province, 
and those who got married and went on family 
relief. 

Aside from raising the rates in the higher 
brackets of the income tax schedules to make 
up for the abolition of the base tax, there is no 
increase in taxation. Instead, a deficit for next 
year of $500,000 is accepted as inevitable. That 
is sound public policy. Talk about balancing 
the budget by rasing taxation is nonsense in the 
circumstances. Revenues are down because in- 
dividual earnings are down. To grab a larger 
share of the diminished earnings under some 
new tax would destroy a corresponding amount 
of.revenue from other sources. Taxation is at 
the point of “diminishing returns.” 

As the Provincial Treasurer says, the budget 
is “based on a firm conviction that recovery is 
definitely under way.” That is obvious. If the 
improvement should not continue and gather 
speed, there is likely to be a deficit of far larger 
proportions than predicted at the end of the 
coming year, since nothing is to be done in the 
way of cutting down high bond interest rates— 
the only remaining place where economy can 
be applied with success.

High protection of the furniture industry— 
which has been favored by both of the major 
political parties of Canada—doesn't seem to 
have worked for the benefit of any but the 
employers. Even they, thougn given more than 
their entire payroll, may 
have a grievance against the 


system that has killed the 
market by pauperizing the 
consumer. The pauperized 


consumer in turn starves the 
producer. Conditions that 
have bankrupted the western 
provinces by low “sound 
money” grain prices, have 
spread to the furniture man- 
ufacturing districts in On- 
tario.

Three dollars a week is the sweatshop wage 
paid to girls in the Stratford furniture plants, 
according to pay envelopes produced by Mayor 
Kerr of that town before the Stevens Commit- 
tee at Ottawa. One girl had to work seventy 
hours to get her three dollars, and the Ontario 
Minimum Wage Board refused to prosecute 
when her case was drawn to its attention. We 
shall need a new Tom Hood to write a new 
“Song of the Shirt.” . 

Two of the best cabinetmakers in the town, 
said Mayor Kerr, cannot earn more than twelve 
cents an hour. A cabinetmaker with thirty 
years’ experience, with the needs of a wife and 
six children to spur efforts, working at 
piecework over a nineteen-day period, never 
managed to make more than $2.96 in any one 
day. One day his efforts only brought him 76 
cents. Another man after a full week's labor 
only got three dollars, while others averaged 
from 8 to 10 cents an hour. 

What is the reason for this unconscionable 
condition in the furniture manufacturing trade 
of Canada? It isn’t lack of protection. Furni- 
ture is “protected” to the extent of 45 per cent, 
with special extra provision against dumping. 
The amount of the protection afforded by the 
government is greater than the whole payroll. 
Then what is it?

Mayor Kerr blames the big stores that place 


bulk orders. He said some of them present 
blueprints and name the price they'll pay. It 
is a “take it or leave it” proposition. He in- 


stanced a type of suite, made for $10.92, sold to 
the retailer for $11.92 and by the retailer ad- 
vertised and delivered for $18.90. Very con- 
vincing to a shallow mind, but not satisfying as 
an explanation. What retailer wants as a mat- 
ter of choice to handle suites on which he has 
to pay freight, overhead and delivery on a mar- 
gin of eight dollars? He must sigh for the time 
when such a suite cost twice as much and he 
received $18 or $20 for the trouble of merchan- 
dising it. 

The big stores, blamed by Mayor Kerr for 
close buying, are quite evidently in the same 
predicament as the manufacturer. They have 
their premises and organization. They 
afford to shut up shop. ‘They have to keep go- 
ing. When buying power is reduced they pare 
down prices to the manufacturer; the manu- 
facturer to keep going cuts the wages of his 
workers. The only class to benefit is the cou- 
pon-clipping class, whose sacred rights to exact 
interest in full, no matter who starves, has 
been eloquently and movingly argued by advo- 
cates of “sound money.” Very nice for the 
coupon-clippers, able to buy goods cheap, but 
the rest of the people of Canada are sacrificed 
in the process.

Some public men beg the question at the 
present time by referring to “the world-wide de- 
pression.” The Minister of Mliitia did it in his 
last Sunday's broadcast over the Canadian 
Radio Commission’s network, It's untrue to 
say that the depression has been world-wide. 
It has not been world-wide. Far from experi- 
encing a depression, ‘the Commonwealth of 
Australia, and her States, have during the past 
three years experienced the greatest period of 
prosperity in their histories. 

What has differentiated Australia from Can- 
ada and other nations during that period? It 
is very simply stated. While Canada curtailed 
her currency and initiated a “sound money” 
i.e. scarce money policy, Australia initiated a 
policy of “inflation” or ample money, Canada 
adopted a policy to profit the money-lender 
and coupon-clipper; Australia adopted a policy 
to profit the producer and trader. 

Now we see the inevitable result of a policy 
to benefit the money-lender and coupon-clip- 
per. With a million workers idle and on relief 
and the British sterling received by the Cana- 
dian wheat-grower, canner and lumberman ex- 
changed into a reduced number of dollars and 
cents in Canadian “sound money,” the purchas- 
ing power of the people of Canada has well- 
nigh disappeared. 

Prices have been slashed in competitive 
lines to lure the buyer to part with his depleted 
funds. Goods were never so cheap as now. But 
if the purchasing power of the people has gone, 
every curtailment of price adds to the unhappy 
lot of worker, manufacturer and retailer. The 
Stratford revelations reveal the progress of the 
“sound money” fallacy. If continued it will 
reach a point where even the coupon-clipper 
will be unable to get his interest paid. 


Australia lifted herself out of her depres- 
sion and bankruptcy by inflation, United States, 
but a year since her banks were all closed, has 
by the adoption of inflation and NRA codes 
averted the economic tragedy revealed in the 
furniture and clothing trades of Canada. Can't 
we do the same?

He is miser- 
able when alone, works best with others all 
around him, likes crowds and joins clubs and 
lodges. 

He “shows off” to advantage and is stimu- 
lated to his best efforts by applause. He enjoys 
the company of his friends, and this makes him 
willing to overlook their faults. While a true 
extrovert may win the highest athletic honors 
at college, he finds it hard to study. To expect 
him to study night after night is about as rea- 
sonable as to expect an airplane to do the work 
of a typewriter. He is eager to give advice but 
is not interested in whether you follow it or 
not 

On the other hand, the introvert is his exact 
opposite in many ways. The true introvert will 
hesitate about giving you advice unless you ask 
for it, but may feel hurt if you do not follow it. 
He likes to be alone and does his best work by 
himself.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1876, Graham 
Bell first tested the telephone in 
the carrying of speech. The test 
at Brantford, Ont., in 1874, had 
proven that talking by wire was 
a possibility; the intervening 
months had been spent in experi- 
ments; and on the evening of 
March 10, 1876, the reward came, 

Professor Bell was then living 
near Boston His assistant, 
Thomas A. Watson, had taken to 
the Bell home a new transmitter 
based upon Bell’s experiments in 
1874-75-76. The two diluted the 
sulphuric acid for its cup, con- 
nected it to the battery and to a 
wire between separate rooms. 
Then Watson went into Bell's 
bedrvom and stood by the bureau 
with his ear to the receiving tele- 


phone. Almost at once Bell's im- 
perative voice seemed to jump 
from the diaphragm: 

“Watson, come here! |! want 
you 


It was an appeal for help. Wat- 
son dashed down the hall to the 
laboratory, where he found that 
Bell had upset the acid of a bat- 
tery over his clothes. In his de- 
light over Watson's sudden ap- 
pearance, which proved that 
speech had travelled, Bell forgot 
all about the spreading acid on 
his trousers, and flew to the other 
end of the wire, to which Watson 
had been sent back, to hear Wat-

son's voice coming through clear- 
ly. 

They exchanged places again 
and again, and talked anything 
that came to their lips. After- 
wards that night Watson jotted 
down in his dairy some of the 
words spoken and found that in 
their excitement they had forgot- 
ten sentences appropriate to such 
an occasion, contenting them- 
selves with “one, two, three, four’” 
and other such things. The only 
sensible sentence recorded was 
the saying by Bell of “God save 
the Queen,” which, considering 
that it was uttered in Boston, the 
cradle of the American revolution, 
proved that, though the professor 
might be legally an American 
citizen, he was still at heart a 
good Britisher. 

A few months later, in June, the 
first telephone was shown and 
operated at the centennial exhibi- 
tion at Philadelphia and was the 
wonder of the world. But few 
realized that they were witnessing 
the birth of an invention which 
would revolutionize the life of the 
whole world, a_ utility without 
which the world would now be 
poor indeed. This is proven by 
the striking fact that wherever 
economic conditions have com- 
pelled the discontinuance of the 
‘phone in home or office it is the 
first thing restored at the birth 
of better times.

May I point out there are only 
two sources of wealth: natural 
resources of the earth and all its 
Substance, and human labor and 
its productions, 

The human element is totally 
and absolutely dependent on the 
first. 

“Wealth of Nations,” by Adam 
Smith, is a good study to define 
this 

The capital—or wealth we con- 
template as such—is the consoli- 
dated product of labor in the 
utilization of the resources of the 
earth, fabricated into utilities for 
human use, 

Money is a different thing en- 
tirely. In the metallic forms it is 
simply # commodity used for 
barter—as any other commodity 
may be 

Our depressions are due to the 
manipulations of credit and cur- 
rency by the monopolies of these 
factors engendered by the gov- 
erning bodies of the nations, 

The result has concentrated 
the control of these facilities in 
a few hands, who have used that 
control to dominate prices, se- 
cure mortgages on the whole pro 
ductive wealth of the nations and 
make them pay tribute for the 
right to live, 

What we look upon as “the ma- 
chine” which displaces labor is a 
highly developed and intensified

form of capital produced to in- 
crease human leisure—it has no 
other use than to serve man- 


kind; without mankind to use its 
productions it has no value 

It follows that by dispossessing 
the bulk of mankind of ell their 
possessions by the deadly control

cated machine which can displace 
man’s labor, the average man 
may only exist by the sufferance 
of those who have control; seeing 
that his labor has no market he 
has nothing to give in return for 
the right to live. Yet he may not 
occupy any portion of a so-called 
civilized state without paying to 


its government a tribute of the 
currency notes which are the 
private property of a corpora- 
tion id which may only come 
into use as a loan—which must 
be returned with an additional

It 
was done mainly by bank created 
credit and today in England 4-5 
of the eight billion pound war 
debt is owed by or under lien to 
the banks and insurance com- 
panies, or a transfer of 4-5 of the 
purchasing power represented by 
that sum

individuals, A financial institution 
can only operate through financial 
investment or manipulation and 
they are in themselves the funda- 
mental cause of the depression 

As for Mrs. Creighton’s ideas— 
that a central bank as he outlines 
“would mean the control of 
money and credit in the interests 
of the people as a whole,” to guard 
the money and banxing systems 
from the danger of the political 
factor, this would insure the con- 
tinuance of banking and financial 
control of governments, which is 
precisely what they have already. 

The agitation for a central bank 
came from people who utterly 
fail to realize the truth as it ex- 
ists for, so long as further debt is 
created, no matter for what pur- 
pose, a central bank can only 
intensify the present situation.

This is a very old and honorable 
@irname taken from the locality of 
Alsop, in Derbyshire, England. One 
authority says: “One might imagine 
it a corruption of Ale-shop, a name 
given to one who kept an ale-shop. 
A very appropriate name, for ‘Al- 
son's Ale’ is celebrated all the 
world over.” 


This ancient family was seated at | 


“Alsop in the Dale,’ Derbyshire, 
about the time of the Norman con- 
quest and continued in an uninter- 
rupted descent for more than twenty 
generations, In 1597, one Richard 
Alsop was Mayor of the City of 
London. 

The coat of arms here given is 
accredited to the brothers, Joseph 
and Thomas Allsop, who came over 
in the Elizabeth and Ann in 1635 
These early settlers were descended 
from the Alsops of Derbyshire and 
traced their ancestry to Hugh de 
Alsop, who went with King Rich- 
ard I. to the Holy Land, and as a 
reward for his good service was 
made a knight and granted a coat 
of arms.

But not impossible, as the story 
of one, Francis Jones, late of the

In order to be a serious cause of 
haylever plants must be wind- 
pollinated, That is to say, they n ist 
rely upon the exigencies of the w nds 
of summer to carry the po he 
fertilizing dust—from the flower of 


the plant to that of another In effect- 


ing fertilization, Such plants have 
inconspicuous flowers, but, as wo 'd 
be expected from the haphazard 4 id 
extravagant method of nation, 
shed truly enormous quantitis t 
pollen which is generally so fine and 
light that it will float for long pet s 
on the lightest of breezes, On the 
other hand, plants which advertise 
their presence to winged insec v 
their large and showy flowers of 
beautiful colors, sweet scent 1 
bounteous supply of nectar are 
ways of much less and rarely of any 
consequence in hay fever.
